PREFACE. 


Tx Nat ure and Cauſes of Dropſies, 

have been inveſtigated at large, 
and the Indications of Cure clearly 
laid down, by many eminent Writers; 
in particular by Boerhaave, Hoffman, 
and Cullen, in their general Syſtems of 
practice; and by Monro, Wilks, and 
Others, in Eſſays profeſſedly written 
upon the Subject. But the Indication 
of the moſt Importance, that of evacu 
ating the Waters by the Uſe of Medi- 
cines, has in general, been attended 
with the greateſt Dithculty. 


Diaphoretics, Sudorifics, and Siala- 
gogues, have very ſeldom produced 
the deſired Effet. Emetics and Purga- 


tives. 
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tives, have ſometimes been fucceſsful 
in carrying off the Waters ; but, much 
oftener, have only diminiſhed them to 
a certain Degree, and for a ſhort Time: 
becauſe the Debility which they occa- 
ſion, 1s found to diſpoſe the Habit 
more flrongly to a Reaccumulation of 
extravaſated Fluids. Which Conſide- 
ration, may juſtly render it doubtful, 
whether upon the whole more Harm 
than Good, has not been done by theſe 
Medicines, in the Treatment of Drop- 
fical Patients. PR af 


But the ſame Objection cannot rea- 
ſonably be made againſt the Uſe of Diu- 
retics 3 becauſe they ſeem to produce 
their Effects, without inducing Debili- 
ty : and therefore are the only Claſs of 
Evacuants, which Authors have una- 


nimouſly agreed to recommend; and 
yet

yet the ſtrongeſt Advocates for Diure- 
tics, acknowledge the Uncertainty of 
their Operation. a 


Dr. Cullen in his Syſtem of Practice 
lately publiſhed, after having allowed 
the Propriety of diuretic Medicines in 
the Treatment of Dropſies, has added, 
* It happens, however, unluckily, 
that none of them are of very certain 
„operation; 


Induced by theſe Conſiderations, the 
Author of the following Reports has 
made Trial of a greater Variety of diu- 
retic Medicines in Dropſical Caſes, 
than have generally been uſed ; in 
Hopes of finding ſome one, more 
efficacious than the Reſt: and he 
flatters 
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flatters himſelf, he may recommend, as 
ſuc h, the celebrated Indian Plant com- 
monly called Tobacco. 


A Paragraph, in the third Volume 
of Dr. Duncan's very valuable medi- 
cal Commentaries, firſt induced him 
to adminiſter Tobacco. It was Part 
of a Letter, from Dr. Garden of 
Charles Town, South Carolina, to Dr, 
Hope of Edinburgh; wherein he ſays 
Here ye ule with ſurprizingly 
4 great efficacy, in dropſical caſes, the 
* alkaline fixed ſalt of tobacco, &c.” | 


On reading this Account, it occur- 


red to him, that if this Salt was en- 
dued with any medicinal Virtue, ſu- 
perior to that of the common fixed ve- 


getable

getable- Alkali (the Uſe: of which in 
Dropſies, has long been welt known 
to Phyſicians) it muſt ariſe from ſorhe 
Property inherent in Tobacco, and 
which perhaps had not been wholly de- 
ſtroyed by the Action of Fire; and if 
ſo, why not try che Plant itſelf! an 


It appears, from the Hiſtory of this 
Plant, that it was firſt introduced into 
Europe by Monſieur Nicot, from the 
Illand of Tobago, about the Vear 1360: 
and that various medicinal Properties 
have been attributed to it, at different 
Times, eſpecially by foreign Phyſi- 
cians. But, from whatever Cauſe it has 
happened, the Generality of Writers 
on the Materia Medica, have ſpoken of 
it, with great Caution and Reſerve; 
and for the moſt Part have concluded 
their Remarks by declaring it, either 

obſolete, 
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obſolete, or ſo uncertain, violent, and E: 
deleterious, in its Effects, as to render ſc 
its Exhibition unadviſable. ves -: WS 


And indeed theſe Notions of the 
Plant have ſo far prevailed, that (ex- 
cepting now and then by Way of Clyl- 
ter) the internal Uſe of Tobacco, may 
fairly be conſidered as having no Place 
in modern Practice. 

Theſe Conſiderations however, have 
in nowiſe diſcouraged the Author of 
the following Sheets, from commeneing 
an Enquiry, into the medicinal Effects of 
Tobacco; and being reſolved to give a, 
faithful Account, of his own Experi- 
ence and Obſervations, he has conduct- 
ed the Inveſtigation thereof, with the 
ſame Caution and Diligence, as if the 
Subject had never been before treated.

The Reſult of this Enquiry, has 
afforded him very favourable Ideas 
upon the Subject : and he hopes to 
prove, by a conſiderable Number of 
Facts, that Tobacco may (under pro- 
per Regulations) be adminiſtered 1nter- 
nally, not only as a ſafe, but as an ef- 
ficacious, and valuable Remedy; eſ- 
pecially, as a powerful Diuretic, in Caſes 
of Dropſies and Dyſuries. This Pro- 
perty, among the vaſt Number that 
have beenattributed to it, ſeems ſcarce- 
ly to have been hinted at by Authors. 


A Medicine poſſeſſing this Quality in 
an eminent Degree, has long been ac- 
knowledged to be a Deſideratum in 
oy Phyſic ;

Phyſic ; and let it be conſidered as 3 
further Recommendation, that it ix 
found in a Vegetable. Becauſe the Pro- 


ductions of Nature, are generally con- 


ant and uniform; while thoſe of Art 
are too often variable and uncertain 


which is the Caſe in ſome of our mol, 
powerful chemical Remedies. 


In drawing up the ſublequen 
Caſes, the Author being deſirous, to 
avoid the Prolixity of Repetition, and 
the Obſcurity of extreme Brevity, has 
only given a few Caſes at large ; but 
has added Others in an abſtracted 
Form; in which, he has attempted to 
concentrate all that was uſeful in each. 


The Former will afford a ſufficient Spe- 
cimen of the Method and Cure, with 
which the Originals of the abſtracted 


Ones have been collected; and enable 
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the Reader to form a tolerable Judg- 
ment, of the Degree of Credit, to which 
the whole is intitled. 


If the following Reports ſhould be 
favourably received by the Public, it 


will encourage the Author to lay be-

T he Circumſtances thus far were as 
flattering as could well attend the firſt 
Trial of an active Medicine.

But when it 1s confidered, that thoſe 
Cafes were the Conſequences of fome of 
the worſt, and moſt obſtmate of the late 
Epidemic Agues ; and that the Pati- 
ents recovered in a fhorter Time, than 
they could have done, from the natu- 
ral Return of Strength, after ſuch a 
State of Debility ; and that the Diſap- 
pearance of the dropfical Symptoms, 
correſponded preciſely with the diure- 
tic Effects of the Medicine ; it muſt be 
allowed that fuch Facts, are neither 

ambiguous nor foreign to the Subject.

1 Have pudlcribes Clyſters of the In- 
fuſion of Tobacco, in feveral ' Caſes 


of the Colic, (after the uſual Means had 
failed,) with conſiderable Succeſs. They 
ſeem to act, - principally by their ano- 
dyne, nauſeo-relaxant Effects upon the 
Syſtem, and ſtimulating Effects upon 


immediate Eaſe, and a ſpeedy Expulſi- 
on of the obſtructing indurated Fæces. 


I have already obſerved in the Pre- 
face, that Clyſters of Tobacco are ſome- 
times adminiſtered in modern Practice; 
and it is much to be regretted, that 
they. are not in more general Uſe; for 
I am thoroughly perſuaded, that in 
Caſes of the Colic, they would prove 
more Tucceſsful, than any other Kind 
with which we are acquainted. 


I believe an Ounce of the Infuſion, 
will be found a medium Doſe in a Clyſ-

the Rectum; thereby precuring ſome 
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ter, for an Adult of an ordinary Con- 
ſtitution ; but I have not yet had x 
ſufficient Number of theſe Caſes, to en- 
able me to aſcertain this Point, with ſo 
much Accuracy as I could wiſh. The 
general Rule however, which I have 
laid down for myſelf, is this. Suppoſ- 
ing a common Clyſter to have been ad- 
miniſtered without Effect, I would or- 
der one of an Ounce of the Infuſion, 
(agreeable to the preceding Obſervati.

The Pharmaceutic Hiſtory of Tobacco according to Lewis, is 
given us in the following Paragraph. (Materia Medica, P. 390.) 


The leaves of tobacco have a ſtrong diſagreeable ſmell, and 
a very acrid burning taſte. They give out their acrid matter 
th to water and _ moſt perfectly to the latter: the aque- 
ous infuſions are of a yellow or brown colour, the ſpirituous of a 
deep green. They yield nothing conſiderable in diſtillation 
with either menſtruum: nevertheleſs their acrimony is great! 
abated in the inſpiſſation of the tinctures, the watery extra 
beingleſs pungent than the leaves themſelves, and the ſpirituous 
not much more ſo. The ſeveral forts of tobacco brought from 
abroad, are ſtronger in taſte than that of our own growth, and 


7 extracts made from them much more fiery, but in leſs quan- 
ity.

[\ HEN I firſt was deſirous of try- 
ing the Effects of Tobacco, it 


occurred to me, that if a certain Por- 


uon ol the Herb was macerated for a 
limited Time, in a given Quantity of 
aqueous Menftruum, aſſiſted by tlie 
temperate and ſteady Heat of boiling 
Water; it would be likely to produce 
a Medicine of a conſtant and equal 
Strength, and perhaps ſomewhat mild- 
er in its Effects, than by any other 
Mode of Preparation. Accordingly I 
preſcribed the preceding Infuſion, and 
my Expectations were not diſappointed. 

It has allo been found of ſufficient Ac- 
tivity, to admit of being divided into 
Doſes by Drops; for which Reaſon, I 
have: never had Occaſion to alter the 
Proportion of the Plant, firſt preſc ribed. 

But if any one ſhould think the Num- 
ber of Drops, neceſfary to a Dole, more 
than convenient; that Objection may 
be eaſily obviated, by increaſing the 
en of te Infuſion. 
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Of the Chalybeate Pills, I have pre- 
ſcribed many Thouſands; and in ca. 
chectic Habits, marked 57 extreme Pali. 
neſs of Face, and Libs. eneral Sena. 
tion of coldneſs of the Bo ly, eſpeczally if 
the Feet ; a feeble Pulſe, accompanzed with 


general chronic Weakneſs, and not de. 
pending on any permanent Organic 
Diſeaſe, I have found them of the great- 
eſt Service: and (were it not foreign 
to the preſent Subject,) could produce 
ſeveral pointed Caſes of their Efficacy, 


I conſider the Salt of Steel as the 
beſt Preparation of that Metal, for it 
appears by far the moſt certain and 
powerful in its Effects, and ſo much 
ſuperior to the Bark, as a general Cor- 
roborant, that I am greatly ſurprized 
that it has not been more generally re- 
lied on in modern Practice: eſpecially 
as it has been ſo highly recommended 
by certain Authors of great Reputation, 
in the Beginning of the preſent Cen- 
tury. c 

The Tincture, Wine, and Vinegar ol

1 have preſcribed the Inſuſion, in 
many eruptive Caſes, particularly thole 
commonly called ſcorbutic; and in 
ſome of them with Succels. I have 
_ alſo tried it in ſeyeral Caſes of Coughs, 

and Aſthmgs, in which 1 it has frequent»

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ly proved expectorant, and procured 
Relief: alſo in ſome Caſes of nervous 
Head-Ach, and againſt ſome particular 
hyſteric Symptoms, with Advantage. 
In ſeveral other Diſeaſes, in which it

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I have not yet had an Opportunity 
of trying the Medicine in biliary cal- 
culous Caſes; but when I conſider 
how ſerviceable it has been in ſeveral 
nephritic Caſes, and what a ſtriking 
Analogy exiſts between the Parts affed- 
ed in theſe. Paroxyſms, and in thoſe 
which ariſe from Gall Stones, and alſo 
of the [ymptomatic Affection of the 
Stomach in both; and that the Proxi-

It has now and then produced in 
certain Caſes, Griping, and Purging ; 
in others, Vomiting, or Sweating ; and 
in others, a Head-Ach, or Trembling. 


It has in ſome few Inſtances, (con- 
trary to its laxative Quality,) induced a 
Tendency to Coſtiveneſs ; and in two 


or three Caſes, it has cauſed : a tranſſent 


Confuſion of Ideas. 


But theſe latter, Effects of griping, 
purging, &. (provided the Medicine 
be given with proper Care and Atten- 
tion,) occur but ſeldom, and are ol

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ſhort Duration, and therefore ought 
not to be eſteemed a Part of 1 its ordina- 
ry Operation. | 
It is neceſſary however when they do 
occur, to ſuſpend the Uſe of the Medi- 
cine, till they are abated ; and to re- 
gulate the future Doſes accordingly. | 


In order to give a more 8 Idea 
of the ordinary Operation of the Infu- 
ſion, I ſhall here exhibit a comparative 
View, of its principal, or moſt ge- 
neral Effects on the human Syſtem; in

It is of material Conſequence, to * 
accurate in the Doſes of an active Me- 
dicine; and therefore Attention ought 
to be paid to this Circumſtance. The 
Mode of Drops, has been generally 


thought the moſt convenient, for 14 


doſing of liquid Medicines, of the more 
| active 
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active Kind; although there are more 
Cireumſtances, which are liable to vary 
the Size of Drops, thin molt People are 
aware of. | 


If however the Infuſion be carefully 
dropped, from a two OQunce-Vial, with: 
a broad Margin, and little more than 
half full, it will be found accurate e- 
nough for our Purpoſe. 


There are at preſent in Uſe, with: 
ſome Apothecaries, certain two Ounce- 
Glaſs Meaſures; & which are graduated 
into ſixteen” Parts, for the Purpoſe of 
meaſuring Drams. And as a Dram by 
Meaſure; (if accurately graduated, ) 
contains about eighty or eighty four 
Drops of the Infuſion, this Mode of 
proportioning the Medicine, may be a- 
dopted for the Sake of Expedition, 
when the Doſes are large.

$1 is to be wiſhed that theſe RN Meaſures, were in- 


toduced into every Apothecary's Shop, for the Purpoſe of pro- 
portioning the Does of thoſe liquid officinal Medicines, which 
ate diſpenſed by Drams: for Nothing was ever worſe calculat- 
ed, for the Meaſurement of the gghth Part of an Ouhce, than 
the common Pewter Ounce-Meaſure of the Shops. The gra- 
r= ag glaſs Meaſures may be had from the Druggiſts in Lon- 
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But when the Doſes are ſmall, or a 
nice Variation becomes requiſite, in 
order to obtain the proper Effects; the 
Mode of dropping it, as already deſcri- 
bes, ought certainly to be preferred. 


J have found, that the ſtrongeſt eva- 
cuating Operations of the Medicine, 
(eſpecially when it acts as a Diuretic,) 
have been generally preceded by more 
or leſs either of Vertigo, or Nauſea, or 
both ; but that the vital Functions are 

not at all, or very cw diſturbed by 
theſe Effects. : 


I appears therefore adviſable, . 
lels the evacuative Effects ſhould firſt 
happen to take Place,) -ſo;to increaſe, 
and regulate the Doſes, that a Vertigo, 
or Nauſea may be excited, for the ſpace 
of kifteen,.. thirty, or forty Minutes; by 
which Means, the Medicine will be 
moſt likely to exert its operative Pow- 
ers. 


Nor ought we to be at all alarmed, 
at theſe Effects, in a moderate Degree. 
The exciting a Nauſea by Ipecacuan, 
Tartar Emetic, and Eſſence of Antimo- 
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ny, is now in daily Practice; and as 
for the Vertigo, it is frequently not e- 
qual to the Intoxication, which uſual- 
ly. attends young Smokers. For when 
it continues but for a ſhort Time, and 
is not accompanied with Nauſea, many 
of my Patients, (eſpecially thoſe who 
have painful Complaints,) ſeem to 
chink it no more than a pleaſing Kind 
of Intoxication. 


It appears from many Experiments, 
that the Average-Doſe for an Adult, 
(ſufficient to produce the Effects juſt 
deſcribed,) will be about eighty Ns 
of the Infuſion ; or to ſpeak with ſome 
Latitude, from ſixty Drops to one hun- 
dred,and to be repeated twice a Day. 


The propereſt Times for adminiſter- 
ing the Medicine, are two Hours before 
Dinner, and at Bed-time; it being ob- 
ſerved to diſagree the moſt with the 
Stomach, in a Morning faſting. And 
ſuch 1 is the Difference between Morning 
and Night, that almoſt every Patient 
will require to take one fourth, ( and 
ſome even one third,) leſs in the Fore- 

L 2 1:00N, 
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noon, than in the Evening; in order 
to enable them to bear the Doſes, with 
equal Convenience. 


The Inſuſion ſhould alway s be ad- 
miniſtered i in ſome Vehicle; Which may 
either be Water, Cordial Julep, or 


Draught, at the Pleaſure of the Pre- 
{criber. 


The common Doſes juſt mentioned, 
relate only to Adults of an ordinary 
Conſtitution ; for it deſerves particular 
Notice, that between Conſtitutions, 
which are very nervous and irritable, 
and thoſe which are very. robuſt, or 
torpid, or long accuſtomed to the Uſe 
of Tobacco; the Doſes will admit of ve- 
Ty great, and furprizing Variations. 


In the Number of the preceding Ca- 
ſes, Sarah Dudley was a ſtriking Exam- 
ple of the 1 and Charles Nicols 

of the latter; for twenty five Drops of 
the Infuſion, produced ſtronger Effects 
upon the Woman, who was weak and 
neryous; than four hundred on the 


Man 
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Man, who was torpid through Age, 
and accuſtomed to the Uſe of Tobacco. 


"as a further Illuſtration of this 
Point, I ſhall here annex a comparative 
View, of the Doſes of the Infuſion, ad- 
miniſtered in ninety four Caſes of A-

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From this View, it will appear what 
a striking Variation of Doſes, ariſes 
from the ſole Difference of the Sex; as 
upon an Average, the Ages on Each 
Side were equal : for in the firſt Clals, 
che Patients were almoſt entirely Wo- 
men in the ſecond, the Number of 
each Sex was nearly equal; in the 
third, almoſt all Men; and in the 


fourth, entirely Men. 


Seein che Diverſity of Doſes is ſo 
great, 5 would lay it down as a Rule, 
by Way of Caution, ) to begin wit ha ſix- 

y Drops, or three fourths of the Medi- 
Um- Hale. in a Caſe of an ordinary

But f the Patient ſhould be a Male, |

thus, with more Expedition, regulate

ſound an Average: Doſe for an Adult, it 
would appear reaſonable to concludę 
that ſixty Drops, for a Patient of fifteen 
Years of Age, forty for one of ten, and 
twenty for one of five, would be in Pro- 
portion : and upon Trial I have found 
theſe Doſes not far from the Mark. But 
I have met with ſeveral Inſtances, 
5 more in Proportion than A- 
dults; and therefore the Precept for 
beginning with an inferior Doſe, and 
increaſing it by Degrees, until it pro- 
duce the deſired Effects, is more parti- 
cplafly apphcable | to young Subjedls. 


"To Children F * Ys Years of 


Age, I have ſeldom ventured to admi- 


niſter it; becauſe they could not ſo 


well deſcribe, the Eflects of lo active a 


Medicine.

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* henever the Infuſion is adminiſter- 
ed, in a proportionably large Doſe, by 
Way of Clyfter, rhe cone proportional 
Ads (as thoſe already deſcribed} 
muſt be made, for the Difference of 
Age, Sex, and' Conſtitution ; otherwiſe 
we muff trot be ſurprized, if the Effects 
of the Medicine, be found contrary to 
our Expectations. r 


if the Medicine 05 bidet uled for 
fome Weeks, it will be found neceſſary 
in ſeveral Inſtances, to increafe the 
Dofes from Time to Time, in order to 
continue their operative Effects. in the 
ſame Degree. | 


| Yer this Rule is not without ExCep- 
tions; for there are ſome Caſes, in 
Which, either from Idioſyncraſy, or 
accidental Circumſtances, it will diſa- 

ree, aſter it has been ſucceſsfully ex- 
Ribited for fome Time; although the 
Inſtances are very rare. When however, 
ſuch Caſes do occur, it will in like 
Manner, be found neceflary to leſſen 
the Doſes, until no more than the de- 
ſired Effects are produced. 
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In theſe Caſes likewiſe; as well as in 
all thoſe, where a moderate Dole of In- 
fuſion ſeems to diſagree, the Cordial 
Julep as a Vehicle, will in general be 
found preferable to Water, for the Pur- 


pole of rendering it more grateful to 
the Stomach, _ 


. I haveſeena few Inſtances, wherein 
the ſenſible Operation of the Medicine, 
when uſed for a Continuance, has in a 
great: Meaſure ſubſided. Whenever 
this happens, its ad miniſtration ought 
to be omitted for a Seaſon; and then, 
if we wiſh to repeat it, the former Ef- 
fects will (in gene ral) again take Place, 
to a certain Degree. Nor ſhould this 
Part of the Hiſtory of Tobacco, at all ex- 
cite Surprize; ſince it is well known, in 
how ſhort a Time, the ſtrong Effects of 
it will diſappear, in young Smokers. 


Perhaps ſome of my medical Read- 
ers may think I have been prolix, on 
this Part of my Subject; but I muſt 
beg the Favor of them to ſuſpend their 
Judgment, till they themſelves have 
ſeen the active Powers of the Medicine; 
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and then Jam ſtrongly perſuaded they 
will allow, that the practical Rules and 
Cautions, which I have laid down, 
ought not to be difregarded, by thoſe 


who are inclined to make a Trial of 
irs Effects. 
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Whilſt however 1 am inculcating 
[Cate and Attention, I would not have 
any one infer from this Circumſtance, 
that the Medicine requires more Know- 
and Caution in adminiſtering it, 
than many active Medicines Which are 

daily in Uſe ; but Whoſe Operations 

Y ure well known. Theſe Precautions 
thereſote ariſe chiefly; from my conſi- 
. dering it as a Novelty in modern Prac- 
- ice, for if ever it ſhould come into fre- 
quent Uſe, I have no Doubt, but it Will 
be ordered with as much Facility and 
Confidence, as we now preſcribe. Opi- 
um.

* Obſervations, which have been
